Wheel Farm 
Tractors Use 
Increases 


GAINESVILLE, FLA, — Flor- 
ida’s 1966 percentage increase over 
1965 figures for the salọ of wheel 
farm tractors surpassed the nat- 
ional percentage iricrease in sales 
for the same period, a University 
of Florida agricultural engineer re- 
ports: 

1966. Florida sales of wheel 
tractors increaseg 15 per cent over 
the 1965 sales, going from a total 
of 3,750 tractors in 1965 to 4, 330 
in 1966, . . 

During 1966 wheel farm tractors 
sales in the U. S increased 13 per 
cent: over 1965, Dalton S. Harrison, 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
University of Florida, safd, * 

Tractor horsepower is still climb- 
ing. In 1960 only 38% of the trac- 
tors “were in the 35-49 drawbar 
horsepower range; while only. 2-4% 
were above 80 h.p. Justi 6 years 
later over 27% are in the 80 and 
over h.p. range- 

The trend shows that the grower 
is buying horsepower. “During 
the last six years horsepower of 
tractors has.increaseq from 45% 
to 59% in the over-50 ‘horsepower 
class,” Harrison said. 

' In many cases, he said, the extra 

horsepower, is not needed during 

normal routine farm operations.
